New York, May 3 —Womtn su ffrag­ 
ists, 20,000 strong, indulged in anoth­ 


er parade in New York this afternoon 
to give expression to their demand for 


the privilege of voting. The parade 


w as a larger affair than the sim ilar 


dem onstration seen here last year and 
included mtny new' and interesting 
features. While the paraders, 
eight 
abreast instead of four as in previous 
parades, marched up Fifth avenue in 
m artial array they were loudly cheer­ 
ed by ten of thousands of spectators 
who lined both sides of the famous 
old thoroughfare. 
The procession w?s led

Richard Coke Burleson on horseback, 
dressed in a plain riding habit and 
carrying a national flag.
